Judge Louis J, Hardie, reports 
that the Albany City Court has 
closed a busy month.

Safety Authority 
Visits Albany 


Dr. Frank Pelton, member of 
the Executive Board of the Nation- 
al Safety Council, was recently the 
guest of the administrative staff of 
the Albany City Schools. Dr. Pel- 
ton has been visiting the East Bay 
area giving talks on safety to the 
educators of 10 East ‘Bay cities. At 
his visit in Albany he stressed the 
fact that the National Safety Coun- 
cil is interested in emphasizing the 
need for courses of safety educa- 
tion in the public schools, courses 
in driver training and first aid, and 
the integration of safety education 
material along with the teaching of 
the other regular school subjects. 

Dr, Pelton emphasized the fact 
that more children die from acci- 
dents than from diseases, there be- 
ing approximately 11,000 deaths an- 
nually from accidents as compared 
with 9,000 deaths from diseases. 
The National Safety Council be- 
lieves that 95 per cent of all acci- 
dents are preventable, 

By discussing safety factors with 
school officials and promoting a 
program of safety education, it is 
the hope that children, as well as 
the adults, may be made more 
safety conscious. At the meeting 
held in Albany, all school principals 
discussed safety problems in detail 
with Dr. Pelton and Clinton Drey- 
er, managing editor for the East 
Bay Chapter of the East Bay 
Safety Council.
